Now that 
many older cars are in operation 
on the highways,) danger of carbon 
monoxide have been intensified, 

Recently it was reported that 
vhree deaths occured in one eastern 
city when the car occupants were 
overrome by gas fumes. In another 
tht occupants had a narrow escape 
from death. 

Viiea the car is started in the 
garage, make certain that doors and 
windows are open and that there 
is a free flow of fresh air, Careful 
watch should also bt be kepv for 
the deadly fumes at other times. 

To much extra care cannot be 
taken at tsis time of year, when 
there is a tendency to ktep the car 
and, garage doors closed, to avoid 
the dangers of carbon monoxide 
fumes.

Storage. The greatest aids to 
the growth of these fungi are 
moisrure and the presence or 
damaged or senile fruits and 
vegetables, 
damage is to be prevented 
the initial step is thorouhly to 
clean the storage room imme- 
diately after the storage seas- 
on has terminated. Next see 
that the storage is dry and 
Well ventilated yhen not in use 
The use of a stove or heating 
device may even be necessary 
at this time. Geneous appli- 
cations of lump lime will also 
ossist in drying the storage as 
well as absorbing any musty 
odors which may be present. 

If funngi growth continues, 
applications of a fungicide 
may be necessary. Care must 
be taken in selecting a fungi- 
cide to see that.no Harm. will 
be done to the building or pro- 
ducts stored in the building at 
a later date. Such a com- 
pound as formaldehyde kills 
the fungi but the residual od- 
ours may damage or taint the 
frvits or vegetables. This 
may be particulraly true. on 
earth floors where’ the fungic- 
cide penetrates the soil and 
cannot adequately be washed 
‘fway. Another percaution is 
to avoid the use of corrosive 
substances which may damage 
wood, concrete or metal gurf- 
aces, 

There are, many good fung- 
icides “offered for sale which 
are efficient and harmless 
when applied. They should 
be used according to the direc 
tions. The main conciderat- 
ions in choosing a fungicide 
is to make sure it is efficient, 
non-corrosive and will not tai- 
nt or injure the fruits and veg- 
ettibles in storage.

Any frost-proof, dark cellar 
or shed where the temperature 
can be maintained at 60 de- 
degrees will give rood results. 
Heat can be supplied by the 
Rtoves anv other . convenient 
system. At a temperature of 
40 degrees the growth will 
be very slow but the color of 
the product very deep red, 
while at a temperature above 
65 degrees the colour will be 
vale with.slender growth. 

As it} requires about one 
month from the time the roots 
are brought in until the first 
pulling: is made, it is necessary 
to bring in a fresh lot at inter- 
vals of two weeks to maintain 
a continuous supply of -forced 
thubarb. The usual practice 
is to make only four  pullins 
from each lot, after which they 
are put of doors to freeze un- 
der a livht covering of strawy 
litter. These plants can be 
planted out again in good soil 
to recuperate. 

Because the flescy roots 
have all the necessary plant 
food stored up in them, it is 
only necess..ry to place them 
close together on the forcing 
cellar floor and = snread a 
light covering of sand, soil or 
cinders over them as a moist- 
ure retaining media. From 
time to time water should be 
sprinkled as required to main- 
tain an eve, moisture supply. 
The varieties useful for forcing 
include Ruby, Sutton, and Vic- 
toria.
